-TRUANT SCHOOL NEXT YEAR. 

Since the comments of this paper upon 
‘the subject two weeks ago a new face has 
been put upon the truant school matter. | 
At the last writing the sitnation was this: 
The Buildings and Grounds committee of 
the Board of Education, in its récommenda- 
tions to the Finance committée of that board 
for the erection of new biildings in 1900 | 
(from fonds appropriated by the city early 
last year and to be available this year), had 
omitted provision for a truant school build- 
ing, but Rad advised ‘application to the 
City Council for such provision in its appro- 
priation at the beginning of 1900 of taxes 
to be available in 1901. 

An influential meeting, however, of per- 
sons interested in the truant school prob- 
lem was held shortly afterward, at which 
strong dissent from this postponement was 
expressed, and steps were initiated to pro- 
mote earlier action. It was urged that if 
the Board of Education should, after fur- 
ther appéal, decline to inclutle such a build- 
ing in its plans for 1900, even to the exelu- 
sion, if need be, of some of the other build- 
ings proposed, then that application should 
be made to the City Council to issye bonds 
for such a building, under the school law as 
last. year amended, which authorizes the 
city “to issne bonds for the purpose of 
Duilding, furnishing, and repairing school- 
houses.” Judge Tuthill laid stress at this 
meeting upon the fact that out of nearly 
1,000 delinquents brought before the juve-. 
nile court sinee it was opened July 5 the 
great majority had begun tHeir dubious 
careers as truants, and there was a unanim- 
ity of feeling that the demand for the schoo!

levy for 1899 by the County Clerk. Last 
February the Council made appropriations 
based on the assumption, which there was . 
every reason at that time to believe was cor- 
rect, that it would be possible to get from 
mention taxes the sum of $5,614,000. Of 
that amount $4,419,000 was appropriated 
for general purposes—the maintenance of 
the Police and Fire departments, the De- 


remainder was set apart for the sinking 
funds and the payinent. of interest on the 
funded debt. 

This sum of $5,614,000, ppignciihaabe in 
February to cover in part the municipal ex- 
penses for the year, has all been spent in 
anticipation of the collection of the taxes. 
This is a most unbusinesslike way of doing 
business, but it has existed for many years. 
Neither this administration nor any of its 
predecessors during the last thirty years is 
responsible for it. The Connty Clerk has 
senled down the city tax levy to $4,384,000. 
Consequently the city wiil receive from 
taxes $1,230,000 less than it expected to. 
It has expended that miuch money which 
it will not get from the taxpayers. As a 
consequence the municipal government will 
begin the new year without a dollar in the 
tredsury which can be used to defray the 
expenses of 1900. 

The evils of-this bad system of spending 
taxes before they are collected have been 
lessened somewhat by the fact that the city 
has had for the last twenty years a wur- 
plug fund, or working capital, which has 
tided it over the early months of the year, 
during which it cannot borrow any money 
in anticipation of the collection of the year’s 
taxes. But the cutting-down of the tax 
levy will make it necessary to use up all that 
working capital to pay back money borrowed 
on the security of this year’s tax ‘levy. 
Therefore, there will be no cash on hand 
during January, February, and March with 
which to pay employés their wages. <All
